Th* primary election* throughout 


the state will be held today. 
There 


are in the various counties and dis- 
tricts many candidates to be consid- 
ered, but in the Sixth Judicial district; 
of which the counties of Delaware and 
Otsego form a part, there Is one para- 
mount issue, and that is—who shall 
be the Republican candidate for su- 
preme court justice? 


There are in the district four can- 


didate* for the office, two from the 
county of Broom», one from Chenango 
and one from Otsego, the latter being 
Hon. Abraham L. Kellogg of this city. 
From the standpoint of learning, ex- 
perience and judicial ability, he is the 
equal of any of his three competitors; 
•nd for these and other reasons also 
he should receive the entire Republi- 
can vote in the two counties. 


The claim of Judge Kollogg for the
